The  life  and  achievements  of 
Henry  David  Thoreau.  American 
recluse,  naturalist  and  writer, 
formed  the  subject  of  a  splendid 
lecture  given  at  Victoria  College  last 
night  by  Professor  P.  H.  Wilcox. 
A3.  Ph.D.  to  the  University  Exten- 
sion Association. 

Thoreau.  said  the  lecturer.  di**d 
less  than  seventy  years  ago.  but  the 
date  Of  his  death  was  only  known  to 
a  fa*.  He  had  only  published  two 
works,  and  these  at  his  own  expense, 
but.  since  then,  his  fame  had  stead- 
ily grown  He  was  a  graduate  of 
Harvard  and  followed  his  futher'r- 
trade  of  pencil  maker. 

After  he  had  produced  an  article  ' 
superior  to  anything  on  the  market. 
Thoreau  took  no  further  Interest  In 
his  profession.  He  took  up  school 
teaching,  but  abandoned  this  for 
land  surveying.

Subsequent  to  big  death  in  1B62  hi* 
Journals  were  published  His  de- 
scription of  the  change  of  the 
seasons  made  fine  literature,  said 
Professor  Wilcox,  but  "Walden"  was 
undoubtedly  his  greater  work. 

At  the  age  of  thirty-two.  Thoreau 
built  himself  a  house  at  the  cost 
otf  twenty-eight  dollars,  sowed  s 
plot  of  beans,  and  led  the  simple 
life  for  over  two  years. 

Always  believing  that  society  was 
too  exacting  In  its  requirements,  he 
endeavored  to  get  rid  of  nonessen- 
tials in  order  to  enjoy  freedom  and 
learn  the  true  meaning  of  life.  His 
devotion  to  Nature  was  genuine,  and 
he  regarded  her  as  the  most  pleasant 
environment  for  an  unspoiled 
human  being. 

He  was  utterly  compromislna.  said 
Professor  Wilcox,  in  the  sincerity 
or  his  outlook,  and  was  always  a 
most  incisive  crttlc  of  conventional 
beliefs  and  values,  his  outstanding 
characteristic  being  his  single 
minded  honesty

During  the  course  of  the  late  session  of  the 
Provincial  Legislature  Dr  S  F  Tolmle,  the  Pre- 
mier, experienced  a  good  deal  of  trouble  with  his 
health  and  found  it  necessary  to  be  absent  from 
the  Parliament  Buildings  on  a  number  of  occa- 
sions While  the  session  was  In  progress  he  very 
naturally  considered  it  his  duty  to  remain  in  the 
capital;  in  other  words,  although  a  change  of  air 
would  probably  have  been  highly  beneficial,  he 
carried  on  the  office  of  leader  to  the  limit  that 
his  health  would  permit.  There  is  keen  sympathy 
all  over  the  province  because  of  the  health  handi- 
cap under  which  he  labored  during  the  first  ses- 
sion of  his  term  as  Premier  and  admiration  for 
his  courage  and  persistency  in  doing  everything 
he  could  under  the  circumstances. 

Now  that  the  session  la  over  it  is  clearly  in  Uie 
Interest*  of  the  Premier's  health  that  he  should 
take  whatever  holiday  is  neressary  to  restore  him 
to  full  vigor  It  is  very  certain  that  this  Is  the 
viewpoint  of  all  the  people,  for  political  oppon- 
ents as  well  as  political  supporters  are  anxious 
that,  if  a  change  of  air  will  remove  any  physical 
disability,  it  should  be  taken  advantage  of  im- 
mediately and  for  as  long  a  time  as  may  be  nrc 
essary.  The  business  of  the  province  can  be  car- 
ried on  during  Premier  Tolmle's  absence.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  for  the  time  being,  there  do  not 
appear  to  be  any  pressing  problems  which  his 
Ministers  are  not  capable  of  handling.  Premier 
Tolmie,  we  know,  has  a  keen  sense  of  duty;  but 
the  people  have  also  a  keen  sense  of  the  asset 
he  is  to  them  us  leader  of  the  Government  and 
they  are  anxious  that  he  should  guard  his  health. 
His  Cabinet  wishes  him  to  try  a  change  of  air 
He  should  do  so  without  any  loss  of  time  and 
come  back  relnvlgorated  to  carry  out  the  policies 
to  which  he  has  set  his  hand.

The  work  of  the  lexicographer  today  consists 
largely  In  dealing  with  the  new  words  and  senses 
that  are  dally  coining  Into  the  language.  This 
new  material  comes  from  a  variety  of  sources. 
We  read  of  some  new  invention,  discovery  or 
theory  and  its  name-  as  Insulin,  or  relativity,  or 
vitaphone — immediately  becomes  the  object  of 
the  lexicographer's  attention.  In  the  various 
sciences,  arts  and  Industries  new  words  are  con- 
stantly coming  Into  existence  The  automobile, 
radio  ond  aviation  have  each  made  numerous  ad- 
ditions to  the  language.  Then  there  is  psycho- 
analysis, another  newcomer  to  the  sciences  with 
an  ever-increasing  vocabulary.  New  words  of  a 
general  nature  are  also  constantly  being  coined, 
as.  for  Instance,  fundamentalism,  lip-stick,  and 
super- man.  Such  words  supply  a  need,  and  are 
at  once  incorporated  in  the  language.  Colloquial 
or  slang  words  form  another  group  coming  into 
use  today,  such  as  scorflaw  and  rum -hound. 
Writers  of  advertisements  are  large  contributors 
to  this  class,  as  are  also  sporting  writers. 

Then  again  quite  a  number  of  local  colloquial- 
isms are  finding  -a  place  in  the  would-be  up-to- 
date  dictionary,  such  as  hillbilly,  horsegow.  and 
loco.  Perhaps  the  largest  additions  to  the  Eng- 
lish language  come  from  foreign  tongues  A 
traveler  writes  about  his  experiences,  and  uses 
native  names  He  tells  of  practices,  institutions, 
animals,  plants  and  other  things  for  which  we 
have  no  names  in  English.  The  adoption  of  these 
words  is  legitimate  enough.  Take,  for  Instance, 
such  names  as  saffari.  tsetse  and  kula-kula 
Commerce  and  International  trade  relations  are 
other  sources  of  new  words  brought  from  all 
parts  of  the  earth,  and  wars  add  their  quota,  such 
as  camouflage  and  boche. 

The  newspapers,  with  their  correspondents 
In  various  parts  of  the  world,  and  the  magazines 
are  the  chief  contributors  of  foreign  words  to  the 
language  Such  words  as  Dall.  cartel  and  Fasclstl 
are  samples.

It  came  about 
in  tills  wlje  The  rirst  British  Gov- 
ernor to  hold  orflec  on  the  North- 
west Coast  was  Richard  Blanahard, 
Esquire,  and  he  read  hUnself  In  on 
March  11.  1850,  at  Fort  Victoria  on 
Vancouver  Island  Blansliard  was 
residing  in  Jamaica  up  to  1849.  and 
on  appointment  he  proceeded  to 
Colon  by  ship,  thence  across  by 
road  to  Panama,  where  he  Joined 
the  Driver,  which  conveyed  him 
3.988  miles  to  Port  Victoria.  On 
arrival  at  this  frontier  pd>t  he 
found  no  official  residence  await- 
ing him.  nor  even  apartments  In 
the  fort  He  *a»  therefore  forced 
durtrur  the  first  few  weeks  of  hi* 
rule,  to  live  on  the  Driver,  which 
aired y  had  to  accommodate  the 
Commander  and  eight  other  offi- 
cers, which  thus  arted  as  the  first 
Oovem merit  Houae  on  the  North- 
west Coast  I.*ter  he  was  lodged 
ln  the  fort  and  afterwards,  accord- 
ing- to  Mr  J  R  Anderson,  who  Is 
now  the  sol*  link  with  this  event, 
a  small  official  house  was  built  for 
Governor  Blanahard  outside  the 
fort  His  only  staff  was  his  own 
body  servant  who  had  come  with 
him  from  the  West  Indies 

H  M  S.  Driver,  of  1 .088  tons  Com- 
mander Charles  Richardson  John- 
son. R.N .  was  cnmmtaeloned  for 
the  Pacific  station  at  Woolwich  on 
September  16.

"Outsiders,"  Josephine  Bentham's 
second  novel,  was  written  during  a 
prolonged  stay  last  year  ln  Victoria. 

Very  different  from  Bright

of  the  same  author.  But  closer  in-

Major  F.  J  Ney.  ex- 
ecuUve  secretary  ot  the  Conrerence 
on  Education  and  Leisure,  which  will 
open  here  on  April  5.  a  poke  •'■  a 
cable*  luat  received  trom  Premier 
Rrure  of  Australia,  containing  the 
interesting  news  that  he  is  sending 
aix  different  nims  for  use  In  connec- 
tion with  the  conference. 

Major  Ney  has  been  in  ri>rr.4pond- 
ence.  both  with  Australia  and  New 
Zealand,  for  several  months,  and 
had  almost  given  up  hope  that  these 
films,  illustrating  the  educaUonal 
and  cultural  Ufe  of  the  two  coun- 
I  tries,  would  be  forthcoming 

Major   Ney   regards  the  session 
i  which  Is  to  be  devoted  to  the  con- 
.sifjer.»:u:n  ,,f  the  cinema  as  possibly 
I  the  most  important  of  the  *ix  ses- 
sions which  constitute  the  conler- 
I  ence  programme.   This  session,  it  Li 
i  hoped,  will  constitute  something  of 
I  a  challenge  to  the  influence  of  crr- 
•  tain  types  of  nims.  and  the  vitiating 
|  advertisement'!  with  which  they  are 
I  announced  from  coast  to  coast.  "I 
i  very  much  doubt,"  added  Major  Ney. 
"whether  we  are  really  playing  the 
game  by  the  rising  generation  by  not 
|  realizing  more  fully  that  one  can 
scarcely  expect  the  development  of 
clean  and  healthy  minds  and  bodies 
in  an  atmosphere  permeated  with 
'  suggest  lvenea.v" 

In  a  recent  editorial  in  the  educa- 
l  Uonal  supplement  of  The  Load 
I  Times  on  the  conference,  Mr.  R.  F 
|  Choleley  Is  quoted  from  the  prelimi- 
nary statement  on  the  conference  as 
saying  that  the  cinema  "seems  to  me 
typical  of  all  that  deserves  our  mo&t 
vigilant  hosUIlty  as  protectors  of  the 
young."  There  can  be  little  doubt, 
not  only  mat  the  children  of  Oreat 
Britain  have  been,  and  are  being  ex- 
ploited as  a  market  for  the  most  de- 
leterious wares,  but  also  that  wholly 
wrong  impressions  of  Western  civi- 
lization have  been  conveyed  to  th? 
multitudes  of  the  East  by  means  of 
vlllanous  films.

Yet.  in  Major  Ncy's  opinion,  what 
Is  capable  of  great  evil  must  also  be 
capable  of  great  good,  and  the  Cana- 
dian Conference  will  consider  in 
great  detail  the  relation  of  leisure  to 
the  cinema. 

"It  cannot  be  denied."  added 
Major  Ney.  "that  what  applies  in 
Great  Britain  so  far  as  the  cinema 
is  concerned  equally  applies  to  the 
children  of  Canada.  Parents  will  I 
undoubtedly  welcome  the  coming 
discussion  on  this  all-important  sub- 
ject, for  many  have  long  realized 
that  a  number  of  the  difficulties 
which  they  constantly  have  to  face 
in  connection  with  their  own  chil- 
dren, have  their  origin  in  films  of 
the  undesirable  type,  the  problems 
attending  which  have  been  recog- 
nized In  other  countries  long  before 
this  Italy  has  established  a  na- 
tional bureau  with  the  object  of  de- 
veloping the  highest  possible  degTee 
of  .art  in  Italian  film  productions, 
anrl  of  supplanting  other  than  the 
very  best  of  foreign  ftlma. 

In  India,  three  yeais  ago,  a  special 
commission  invited  from  Oreat 
Britain,  created  something  in  thej 
nature  of  a  sensation  by  its  finding 
that  there  was  an  undoubted  rela- 
tion between  certain  types  of  films 
and  the  alarming  increase  ol  Im- 
morality and  di.ea.se  "We  talk 
much  of  independence."  said  Major 
Ney.  "but  Is  it  not  a  regrettable  fact 
that  what  might  be  the  greatest  of 
all  educational  agencies  U  not  only 
largely  the  monopoly  of  anoUier 
OOUBlr but  Ls  pcrhapi  one  of  the 
moat  demoralizing  influences  with 
which  fhe  parents  and  whicatlonlsLs 
of  today  have  to  contend?" 

In  answer  to  a  question  asking 
what  solution  he  would  himself  sug- 
cr:  •  Major  Ney  felt  that  It  might  be 
thought  presumptuous  on  his  part 
to  attempt  an  answer.  He  is  firmly 
of  the  belief,  however,  that  at  lead 
a  partial  solution  of  the  problem  if 
the  licencing  of  picture  theatre* 
were  considered  a  matter  of  vital 
importance,  and  if  «uch  licence* 
were  Issued  in  smaller  numbers.

"Not  only  would  I  suggest  that  the 
[lumber  of  picture  theatres  be  strict- 
ly limited  and  better  ventllaied.' 
said  Major  Ney.  in  conclusion,  "but 
that  serious  consideration  be  given 
M  to  the  advisability  of  curtailing  i 
the  display  of  all  poAiers  and  photo- 
graphs in  front  of  such  theatres.  If.  I 
as  we  know  to  be  the  case,  city  plan- 
ning is  a  good  thing.  *uch  matters  a«- 
the.se  might,  well  be  considered  in 
relation  to  the  general  appcaranc- 
Of  the  city,  and  the  impression  which 
it  creates  on  Its  visitors.  One  other ! 
suggestion  I  have  to  make.  Certain 
cities  In.  other  parts  of  the  world 
have  already  developed  the  chil- 
dren's cinema  theatre  to  which  par- 
ent* may  send  their  children  with- 
out anxiety  of  any  kind  as  to  the 
form  of  entertainment  »nd  Instruc- 
tion provided,  It  might  be  of  great 
advantage,  in  my  opinion,  to  pro- 
vide a  cinema  theatre  especially  de- 
votsd  to  children,  which  it  might 
well  be  the  duty  of  the  local  educa- 
tion authority  at  least  to  supervise, 
if  not  actually  to  run  as  a  part  of 
its  educational  system."

COURTENAY.  March  19  —  All 
members  of  the  City  Council  were 
in  attendance  at  what  proved  to  be 
a  protracted  meeting  in  the  City 
Hall  on  Monday  night. 

The  electric  lighi  committee  had 
taken  up  the  question  of  supplying 
the  neighborhod  in  the  vicinity  of 
Kllpatrlck  Road,  a  distance  of  one 
and  a  quarter  miles;  and  It  was 
considered  good  policy  on  the  part 
of  the  committee  to  proceed  with 
this  extension,  provided  suitable  ar- 
rangements are  made  with  the  pro- 
posed new  consumers. 

The  extension  of  the  water  serv- 
ice to  Royston  was  proceeding 
slowly,  it  was  reported  The  matter 
of  suplpying  the  naval  authorities 
with  water  at  Goose  Spit,  Comox. 
was  also  receiving  attention 

Corporal  H  H.  Mansell's  report 
lor  the  policing  of  the  city  during 
the  past  month  showed  a  clean 
sheet,  which  was  very  satisfactory 
The  mayor  reported  having  tele- 
graphed the  Attorney-General,  pro- 
testing against  the  proposed  new 
distribution  of  liquor  profits  In 
his  reply  the  Attorney-General  said 
the  matter  had  been  gone  Into  very 
carefully  by  the  Department  of 
Finance  and  that  the  city's  share 
of  the  profits  would  not  be  less  than 
that  of  last  year. 

Several  of  the  chairmen  of  the 
standing  committees  turned  In  esti- 
mates for  the  coming  year,  which 
were  handed  to  the  chairman  of 
the  finance  committee.  The  Mayor 
reported  that,  m  company  with  the 
chairman  of  the  finance  committee, 
a  two  hours'  session  with  the 
school  board  had  been  held  on 
Monday  afternoon.  The  matter  of 
reserving  lot  No.  10  on  the  Punt- 
ledge  River  for  the  future  use  of 
the  citizens  was  discussed.  The 
council  will  inspect  this  property. 

A  by-law  to  amend  the  existing 
poolroom  by-law  received  Its  final 
reading  and  was  adopted. 

The  public  parks  by-law  was  fur- 
ther discussed  but  held  over  until 
the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  Prank  Porter,  of  Vancouver, 
acting  Tor  Mr  M  B.  Tribe,  who 
left  for  England  over  a  year  ago, 
was  In  attendance  and  explained 
the  financial  statement  to  the  coun- 
cil  An  outstanding  feature  of  this 
statement  Is  that  the  electric  de- 
partment made  a  profit  for  the  year 
ot  $8,500  The  financial  committee 
recommended  that  a  quarterly 
audit  be  made  in  future.  Owtng  to 
the  continued  absence  of  Mr.  Tribe 
it  was  decided  to  appoint  another 
auditor.  The  Mayor  explained  that 
they  were  handling  large  rami  ot 


public  money  and  that  It  was  not 
right  that  the  auditor  should  be 
six  thousand  miles  away  A  short 
recess  of  the  council  followed, 
after  which  the  finance  committee 
i  recommended  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Porter.

The  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Partners'  Institute  was  held  at 
Bagley  Tuesday  evening  last  with 
an  atendance  of  twenty-four.  Sev- 
eral members  were  away  through

SHAWNIGAN  LAKE,  March  21  — 
The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Mala- 
hal  Board  ol  Trade  was  held  in  the 
halJ  last  night.  Reports  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Associated  Boards 
at  Nanaimo.  the  council  meeting 
with  the  trustees  of  the  five  district 
schools,  and  the  public  meeting  or 
protest  against  the  proposed  remov- 
al of  the  station  agent  at  Cobble 
Hill,  were  read  and  considered.  The  I 
last  monthly  meeting  at  Cobble  j 
Hill  to  which  Mr.  H.  Q  Helgeson, 
assistant  district  engineer,  was  in- 
vited, was  so  poorly  attended,  owing 
to  the  bad  weather,  that  It  was  de- 
cided to  ask  him  to  attend  the 
meeting  next  month. 

A  communication  concerning  Ca- 
nadian Health  Uniti  was  laid  on 
the  table,  though  it  was  considered 
that  its  operations  would  be  suit' 
able  for  more  congested  districts ; 
the  board  also  feeling  that  the 
service*  or  the  Cowlchan  Health 
OentfC  are  in  every  way  adequate 
tot  the  local  needs. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  a  council 
meeting  at  the  call  of  the  president, 
to  appoint  and  instruct  a  committee 
U>  meet  the  Board  of  Railway  Com- 
missioners, on  the  proposed  removal 
01  the  Cobble  Hill  agent  The  board 
having  asked  that  large  box  trucks 
be  compelled  to  cary  lights  on  the 
front  top  corners,  will  renew  iu  ap- 
plication to  the  superintendent  of 
police.  A  resolution  reading:  "That 
the  possession  or  salmon  roe.  with 
fishing  tackle,  within  a  reasonable 
distance  or  angling  water,  shall 
constitute  an  offence, "  will  be  sent 
to  the  Victoria  and  Island  Fish  and 
Game  Association. 

Notice  of  a  motion  that  truck.-, 
carrying  merchandise  be  brought 
under  fome  form  of  earners"  Act 
[  was  laid  over  until  the  next  meeting 
An  application  will  be  made  for 
the  appointment  of  a  fire  warden 
for  the  Shawnigan  District,  as  in 
former  years.

ROAD  TO  BE  PAVED 
BETWEEN  ALBERNIS 

Negotiations  Being  Carried  On  Be 
Iween  City  and  Government  on 
Highway  Improvement 

PORT  ALBERNI  Mar  21  -  There 
Ir.  every  possibility  that  the  stretch 
of  road  lying  between  this  city  and 
Alberni  may  be  paved  in  the  very 
near  future.  Thia  was  suggested 
by  Mayor  Steede  at  the  City  Coun- 
cil meeting  on  Wednesday,  when  a 
letter  from  the  Minister  ol  Public 
Works  was  read,  stating  that  the 
Government  would,  in  all  prob- 
ability, improve  this  piece  or  road 
before  handing  it  over  to  the  citv 
for  maintenance  Up  until  last 
month  this  highway  has  been  main- 
tained Jottltly  by  the  city  and  the 
Government  with  the  latter  con- 
tributing 75  per  cent  of  the  cost, 
but.  as  the  city  has  passed  the  pop. 
ulatinn  mark  of  1.500.  the  Highway 
Ai ;  states  that  the  Government 
llttl]  no  longer  be  responsible  for 
the  road  The  council  decided  to 
get  in  touch  with  the  Government, 
have  a  report  made  on  the  cost  ol 
paving,  and.  ir  satisfactory  ar- 
rangement* could  be  made,  to  pro- 
ceed with  this  undertaking  Tin* 
would  entail  about  two  and  a  half 
BaslM  of  pavement.  • 

Application  is  also  being  made  by 
the  city  to  the  Government  for  the 
lease  of  ten  acres  .d*  land  situated 
near  the  boundary  or  the  munici- 
pality This  property  contains  rock 
suitable  for  road  «ork.  and  if  ob- 
tained the  roek  crusher  alii  be 
placed  in  operation 

A  large  number  of  applications 
for  reverted  land  were  placed  be- 
fore the  council  The  majority  of 
these  were  accepted

CUMBERLAND,  March  21  —The 
regular  meeting  of  the  Cumberland 
Board  of  Trade  was  held  on  Tues- 
day night  at  Lang  s  store,  a  good 
number  of  the  members  being  pres- 
ent. The  chair  was  taken  by  Mr 
T  H  Mumtord.  substituting  for  the 
president.  Mr   R.  C.  Lang. 

After  the  minutes  oi  the  previous 
meeting  had  been  read,  the  meeting 
discussed  very  freely  the  matter  of 
the  work  to  be  done  to  the  cut-ofl 
to  the  Bevan  Road  and  also  the 
finishing  of  the  work  on  the  road 
to  Jocks  Point.  Puntledge  Lake.  A 
committee  will  meet  the  member 
ror  the  district.  Dr  G.  K.  Mae- 
Naughton.  on  Ills  return  from  the 
present  session  of  the  House  and  go 
Into  these  matters  thoroughly. 

A  general  discussion  followed  the 
introduction  of  the  question  ot 
traffic  signals  at  Intersections,  it 
being  felt  by  the  meeting  that  Uhe 
silent  policemen  now  in  use  on  the 
main  street  were  not  giving  the 
satisfaction  that  traffic  signals  sim- 
ilar to  the  ones  recently  Installed  at 
Courtenay    were    giving.     It  was 


unanimously  decided  that  the  city 
council  be  asked  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  erecting  traffic  sig- 
nals at  the  intersections  on  Duna- 
imnr  Avenue  with  red  and  green 
lights 

The  meeting  was  considerably  en- 
livened when  the  subject  of  an  eve- 
ning stage  was  introduced.  All 
members  took  part  in  the  dis- 
cussion, it  being  felt  that  two 
stages  in  the  morning  Dom  Cum- 
ber land  south,  and  no  more  ror  the 
rest  or  the  day.  was  a  condition  that 
should  and  ought  to  be  rectified.  It 
was  pointed  out  by  one  member 
that  many  more  people  would  come 
Into  the  town  to  do  business  If  they 
could  ge'.  out  again  the  same  eve- 
ning.

March  30  —At  a 
meeting  of  the  council  ol  the 
Courtenay  Comox  Board  of  Trade, 
in  the  City  Hall,  on  Tuesday  eve- 
ning, it  was  decided  to  take  adver- 
tising space  in  the  pamphlet  being 
prepared  by  the  Victoria  and  Island 
Publicity  Bureau.  Mr.  Glolma.  of 
the  bureau,  addressed  the  local 
board,  and  Mr  C  S.  Wood  support- 
ed the  idea  of  co-operating  with 
Victoria  to  attract  the  tourist  trade. 
Details  of  this  form  of  advertising 
are  in  the  hands  of  the  board's  pub- 
licity committee.  Mr.  Palmer  of 
the  Victoria  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
accompanied  Mr.  Oiolma. 

The  matter  o!  reviving  the  in- 
creasing interest  in  dairying  in  Uie 
Comox  Valley  was  Introduced  by  Mr.

The  board 
went  on  record  as  being  In  favor  of 
assisting  the  formation  of  such  call 
clubs  and  would  welcome  sugges- 
tions to  this  end  The  matter  was 
referred  to  the  agricultural  com- 
mittee, which  will  bring  in  report  on 
the  subject.  Stfps  are  being  taken

James  O  Porter,  of  Uie  United 
States' Shipping  Board  says  .  hat  the 
general  public  is  under  manv  n  is- 
conceptiona  as  to  the  niinm  r  in 
which  rewards  for  salvage  services 
are  computed  and  apportioned. 
Some  factors  which  are  considered 
In  determliUng  the  amount  of  a 
reward  are:  The  value  of  the  salved 
property;  the  danger  in  which  that 
property  was  and  the  availability  of 
other  aid;  the  danger  to  the  salv- 
ing vessel  and  its  personnel:  the 
time  lost;  the  difficulties  encoun- 
|  tercel  and  the  cost  of  performing 
the  services. 

Professional  salvors,  more  usually 
1  employed  to  float  vessels  which  nave 
I  been  stranded  cr  sunk,  are  usually 
I  awarded  liberal  sums,  says  Mr. 
I  Porter,  because  their  service,  arc, 
,  as  a  rule,  rendered  on  a  "no  cure, 
no  poxy  basis.  '  which  means  thai 
there  is  no  payment  unless  the 
operation  is  successful:  and  courts 
recognize  that  the  shipping  world 
.needs  professional  salvors,  with  ex- 
j  pensive  equipment  and  highly 
skilled  salving  crews,  which  have  to 
be  maintained  nt  high  cost  througn 
long  period*  when  there  ar*  no 
opportunities  for  employment. 

If  a  vessel  stands  by  another  one 
at  the  request  of  the  master,  but 
renders  no  actual  service,  the 
amount  so  awarded  is  usually  ]ust 
enough  to  reimburse  the  owner  of 
the  assisting  vessel  for  his  out-of- 
pocket  expenses.  As  the  degree  of 
the  service  increases,  the  sl/e  of 
the  awards  Increase  correspondingly, 
until  in  the  case  of  a  derellc;  an 
award  might  run  as  high  xs  75  ^jer 
cent  of  the  value  of  the  salved 
property. 

In  the  distribution  of  the  crews 
share,  the  master,  of  course,  re- 
ceives a  greater  sum  than  the  other 
members  of  the  ships  company.  He 
Is  responsible  for  the  success  of  the 
entire  operation  and  must  ,>titnd  the 

blame  for  failure  or  for  damage  to  I  *g« ..... 
his  own  ship,  or  the  loss  of  or  Injury  rSuZZ.  +TSL 
to  any  of  his  crew 

It  Is  usual  to  place  the  deck  force 
and  the  engine-room  force  tempor- 
arily on  the  same  basLs  of  pay.  that 
is,  for  the  purpose  of  computing  the 
amount  to  be  paid  to  each  man 
because  the  deck  force  usually  per- 
forms the  most  arduous  duties,  and 
their  regular  rate  of  pay  Is  below 
that  of  the  engine-room.  The  sicw- 
ards  department  usually  receive 
their  award  on  the  basis  of  their 
regular  pay,  because  except  In  un- 
usual cases,  their  services  sre  con- 
fined to  their  usual  work 

The  question  Is  often  asked  "Who 
pays  for  salvage  services?-  The 
answer  Is.  the  underwriters  of  the 
salved  vessel  and  cargo  in  propor- 
tion to  their  interests.  If  a  vessel 
Is  uninsured,  then  her  owner  must 
pay.  and  If  he  cannot,  the  salved 
property  will  be  sold  for  account  of 
the  salvor.  As  soon  as  a  salvage 
service  has  been  completed,  the 
salvor  obtains,  if  possible,  an 
acknowledgment  of  the  services  In 
writing,  signed  by  the  master  of  the 
salved  vessel.  The  salvor  then  takes 
step.-,  to  obtain  a  satisfactory  bond 
in  sufficient  amount  to  properly 
protect  the  interests  of  his  vessel 
and  her  crew,  and  the  matter  is 
then  left,  to  arbitration  or  legal 
proceedings  If  a  satisfactory  bond 
cannot  be  obtained,  the  salved  vessel 
is  arrested  so  that  .the  cannot  pro- 
ceed on  her  voyage  until  full  security 
I  has  been  given. 

In  cases  where  life  only  is  saved, 
there  can  be  no  financial  reward, 
because  no  marketable  property  has 
jbeen  saved  This  is  an  expense 
which  a  shipowner  has  to  bear  for 
the  fake  of  humanity,  and.  to  the 
honor  of  the  shipping  fraternity  a 
call  for  help  is  always  responded  to. 
notwithstanding  that  the  cost  may 
put  a  small  shipowner  operating 
with  litUe  capital  perilously  near  the 
rocks  of  bankruptcy.
